Americans had touched off atomic bombs 34 
times since 1945, but last week’s bomb test 
on the Nevada desert was again a first. The 
Atomic Energy Commission, working with civil 
defense teams, had set about to demonstrate 
what an A-bomb would do to a house, It was 
also the first time troops had been dug in as 
close as two miles from Ground Zero, the point 
directly below where the bomb was detonated. 
Workmen had built two $18,000 sacrificial 
six-room houses, House No. 1 (at top right) 
3,500 feet from Ground Zero, and House No. , 
, 7,500 feet away. Civil defense officials were 
on hand to witness the blast, and millions 
of Americans, just finishing breakfast or still 
drowsy from sleep, watched it on TV. But none 
saw so clearly as an automatic camera which, 
sheathed in steel and mounted on a tower on 
Yucca Flat, took these pictures of what hap- 
pened to House No. 1, which could happen to 
any American house within a mile of an atom- 
ie blast, in the darkness of the desert dawn.

Mannequins are martyrs for science in a ‘nuclear diagnostic shot’ 


As a technical exercise the explosion was al- 
most routine. Dr. Alvin C. Graves, AEC’s tes 
director, described it nuclear diagnostic 
shot,” meaning a test to measure the efficiency 
and yield of a particular combination of fission- 
able material. The shot fired equaled 15,000 
tons of TNT, slightly smaller than the A-weapon 
at Hiroshima, a mere peashooter compared to 
some weapons in the U.S. stock pile. It was the 
kind of experiment the AEC could take in its 
stride, But it also produced social repercussions 
that left the AEC dazed and even dismayed. 

These repercussions resulted from two con- 
tradictory purposes. The Army demonstrated 
last year that troops in trenches four miles 
from Ground Zero were untouched by an atom- 
ic blast. Now they wanted to halve the distance 
and convince their infantry even more em- 
phatically that atomic weapons are not nec 
rily the terrifying devices that some have 
painted. But the Federal Civil Defense Admin- 
istration wanted to exploit the test to inject an 
overdue sense of urgency into its campaign to 
organize a sensible defense of American cities. 

In a well-meant but lamentably inadequate 
effort to convey some sense of atomic destruc- 
tion the FCDA erected two frame houses of 
colonial design. The same seeking after veri- 
similitude produced another bizarre, in fact gris 
ly, touch: the distribution through the how 
of a dozen or so plaster mannequins. These 
were arranged in attitudes representing vari- 

s of domestic felicity; a family group 
in the living room, two small fry at quiet mis- 
chief at papa’s back, and auntie, for some un- 
explained reason, still in her beach shorts and 
halter. And upstairs in a bedroom, a blonde 
asleep. To suggest with such scanty material 
the power of an atomic weapon was a good 
deal like trying to stage Ben Hur with a soli- 
tary chariot. 

Some 1,000 civil defense representatives, in- 
cluding governors of many states, police and 
fire chiefs, even public-spirited housewives, 
were invited to Yucca Flat. Where only one 
reporter witnessed the first awesome test at 
Alamogordo, now some 300 presented them- 
selves. This collection of spectators assembled 
about seven miles from the explosion site on a 
ridge of jumbled rock christened News Nob. 
Mingling with the working press, the FCDA 
officials and the AEC representatives were local 
politicos, bus drivers, the press agents of the 
Las Vegas casinos and even several of the more 
influential gambling house proprietors. A por- 
table lunch counter dispensed hot dogs, sand- 
wiches, coffee and Coca-Cola. 

Ten seconds before H-hour came the final 
warning. Instantly the commotion ceased; the 
floodlights went off and exactly on the dot the 
first half light of the morning was pierced by a 
blinding flash. 

The blast undoubtedly was up to the high 
professional standard of AEC. But hardly had 
the mushroom cloud gained its full height be- 
fore it became apparent that the audience was 
disappointed. A middle-aged woman in a lum- 
berman’s shirt remarked to a colleague, “I 
really didn’t mind it at all. I rather expected

something much more violent.” Former Gov- 
ernor Val Peterson, FCDA administrator, had 
crouched in a forward trench with the troops. 
He had plainly verified what he had gone forth 
to prove, and that was that an atomic explosion 
was indeed a fearsome business, But when 
Lieut. General John R. Hodge, Army Field 
Forces chief, materialized, he also confirmed 
a foregone conclusion: that foot soldiers, pru- 
dently disposed and properly equipped, have 
no particular reason to fear the atomie bomb 
more than any other weapon, The general's 
demeanor suggested that he was inclined to 
rate the A-bomb as something between a heavy 
hand grenade and an artillery shell, 

The only dramatic account from close in 
was supplied by an AEC director, Robert L. 
Corsbie. He had penetrated the desert as far as 
house No. 2, some 7,300 feet from Ground 
Zero. Ina dry, matter-of-fact voice he described 
what he had found inside the house: the floor 
joists and roof beams buckled and broken, the 
windows blown in and the aluminum Venetian 
blinds reduced to shredded bits, Where the 
mannequins had been disposed in domestic 
contentment, there was now only chaos and 
confusion, The family group had been scat- 
tered to the four corners and the blonde ejec 
ed from her bed. 

By 10 o'clock, nearly five hours after the 
explosion, Test Director Graves decided that 
it would be too dangerous to send his restive 
audience into the still-radioactive blast area. 
‘The demonstration ended with spectators being 
loaded, disheveled, dusty, thirsty and hungry, 
into buses and taken part of the way into Yucca 
Flat to view the explosion site from about a 
mile distant. House No. | had indeed been flat- 
tened, twisted and lifted off its foundations. In 
the desert stood a line of cars, several with 
their mannequins peering out of the windows 
with irrelevant intentness 

When the damage was finally added up, the 
total was equivalent, in the judgment of an old 
police reporter, to what might be expected, in 
terms of cars, of a Fourth of July weekend 
on the Pennsylvania Turnpike, and, as regards 
houses, to a three-alarm fire. 

No doubt there is a moral in this. If the 
aim was to awaken the nation to the importance 
of civil defense, it was less than an unqualified 
success. When the first nuclear device exploded 
at Alamogordo, observers had the sense of 
being close to the infinite. Now it is depr 
ingly plain that the bloom is off infinity’s rose. 
And this is a tragedy, when one considers the 
far more powerful weapons that are being built 
and the ignorance that envelops not only hu- 
manity in general but even the statesmen. 

The nuclear clock ticks on, faster and fast- 
er. And meanwhile back in Las Vegas, whei 
the crap tables are never closed, Ben Goff- 
stein, the amiable and otherwise realistic man- 
ager of the garish Flamingo Hotel, philoso- 
phizes, “) 


Naw, these tests don't bother our 
business much one way or another.

FREE FIGHT IN FREE JAPAN 


ALCOHOLIC BLUES 


‘As if we didn’t have enough troubles already, 
bootlegging is back, 

Federal, state and local liquor authorities 
(not to mention legitimate distillers) are wor- 
ried: in urban centers throughout the nation 
the illegal manufacture of booze has increased 
enormously, and the speakeasy is reappearing 
—in Harlem under such names as “juice joints” 
and "King Kong parlor.” Pessimists see rum- 
running and hijacking in the offing. 

‘Taxes seem to be the cause of this gruesome 
recrudescence: the $10.50 a gallon tax that 
Congress slapped on 100-proof alcohol has sim- 
ply priced legal liquor out of the range of many 
drinkers. As much bootleg as legal booze is now 
drunk in the U.S., some distillers estimate. 

Well, if we've got to facea 1950s version of 
the Prohibition Era, we would like to list some 
accompanying phenomena which it would be 
nice to do without this time: 

‘The hip flask, containing gin sheathed in met- 
al and warmed to body temperature, for use at 
football games; speakeasy air, which remained 
unchanged night after night for weeks on end 
and made the eyeballs smart; drinking straight 
alcohol and warm orange juice out of paper cups 
at office parties; the domestic brewing of beer 
and the conversation of home brew bores; being 
stared at through a peephole by an ominous 
eychall before you could go in and buy a drink; 
the social compulsion to get falling-down-drunk 
at cocktail parties; the thick, cracked, chipped 
coffee cups that the red wine, tasting of chloride 
of lime, was served in in the back of Italian res- 
taurants; the semicircular scar on the nose 
bridge which many Southern guzzlers got from 
drinking corn whisky out of Mason jars. . . . 
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"Yoshida naikaku butsu buse” is quite a pop- 


.ular phrase in Japan. It means “smash up 


the Yoshida cabinet” Some 10 days ago the 
people who have been echoing this battle 
cry did smash up Premier Shigeru Yoshida’s 
cabinet by defeating his government in the 
Diet (see p. 34). Yoshida speedily dissolved 
the Diet and a new election has been called. 

Yoshida is a fussy and imperious former 
diplomat who has been the able head of Ja- 
pan’s government for the past four years. 
‘The majorities which he and his right-wing 
Liberal Party rolled up during and immedi- 
ately after the U.S. occupation gave Japan a 
look of considerable stability. That stability 
is now threatened by the fall of his govern- 
ment. This is a matter of some concern to 
the U.S. because a politically stable Japan is 
the keystone of our Far Eastern policy. 

Those mainly responsible for smashing Yo- 
shida’s government are not the Communists, 
who hate him because he is pro-American, or 
the Socialists, who dislike him because he is 
too conservative. The men who defeated him 
are also conservatives. The reason why they 
defeated him would seem frivolous to most 
Americans. Yoshida, in a moment of exas- 
peration, had called a Diet member “Baka- 
yaro,” Japanese for s.o.b., an epithet by no 
means rare in Japan’s boisterous legislature. 
But because the premier used it, an issue was 
made of his politeness and his cabinet re- 
ceived a vote of no confidence. 

In a book published last week, Five Gentle- 
men of Japan, Frank Gibney, former Time- 
Lire correspondent in Tokyo, offers some in- 
sight into the Japanese, their way of life and 
their politics. Gibney finds that Japanese his- 
torically insulated themselves from the rest of 
the world in a peculiar system of personal 
contracts and commitments to superiors and 
underli valid only inside Japan. This 
system took the place of standards of good 
and evil, universal to the Western world. 

The U.S. occupation shattered the mold 
of this old society. “If it did not democra- 
tize Japan,” Gibney writes, “it made the 
democratization of Japan possible.” But in 
ventilating Japan’s insular society the Amer- 
icans gave Japanese politicians a new kind 
of protective insulation. This was an insu- 
lation against accepting responsibility for 
their own acts and decisions. The occupa- 
tion could always be blamed for political and 
economic failure. It stretched like a comfort- 
ing net across the Japanese political arena, 
always ready to absorb the falls of unskilled 
political gymnasts. 

For quite a while Premier Yoshida man- 
aged to satisfy both the Americans and the 
Japanese voters. As long as the occupation 
existed, his critics preferred to remain crit- 
ies. As Gibney puts it, Yoshida was like “a 
man chosen for his vigor and respectability 
to preside over a bankrupt corporation dur- 
ing [its] receivership.” But once the occupa- 
tion ended, others became eager to take over. 


Two oldtime politicians. Ichiro Hatoyama 
and Mamoru Shigemitsu, have been leading 
the conservative opposition to Yoshida, Their 
factions really have only one thingin common 
—their opposition to Yoshida. Their current 
tactics, activated by a spirit of criticism for 
criticism’s sake, might appall even the most 
clamorous congressman in Washington. 

While the principal motive which drives 
Yoshida’s critics is the urge to replace him, 
there are some real issues in the Japanese 
election. ‘The biggest issue is rearmament. 
There are few European-style neutralists in 
Japan. There most of the people could be 
called reluctant realists. Pressed, they will 
admit the need for rearmament, but they 
dream wistfully about General MacArthur's 
optimistic forecast of Japan as the 'Switzer- 
land of the Pacific.” So the dream of neutral- 
ity is still quite a vote getter. The Japanese 
Socialists, who have opposed rearmament, 
capitalize on this most successfully. The 
right-wingers, on the other hand, advocate: 
open rearmament, getting their votes with 
an appeal to Japan's old latent nationalism. 
Yoshida is in the middle of this confused 
melee. He has gone slowly and cautiously 
about rearming, criticized by both sides for 
his course of action. 

Some of the reforms introduced by the oc- 
cupation have also become an issue. Here the 
party lineup is clear. Yoshida and most of the 
conservatives would like to bring the police, 
and teachers as well, under the central gov- 
ernment. This would reverse two important 
reforms introduced by the occupation. Only 
the Socialists (who are, by and large, anti- 
Communist) are opposed. 

The real danger in this election is that 
no one faction may win a clear majority. 
Japan may become, like France, a country 
at the mercy of its political factions, its 
administration governing in fits and starts, 
so weakened by compromise that there can 
be no stabilit 

The only U.S. response to the changed 
situation in Japan, for the near future, is to 
walk quietly and skillfully. By dispensing 
with blanket extraterritorial jurisdiction and 
similar vestiges of the occupation, the U.S. 
could ease the pressure of pro-American criti. 
cism leveled at Japanese governments and 
take the sting out of the antiforeign agitation 
that is any occupation’s aftermath. Similarly 
we can and should support Japan’s ambitions 
for international equality in trade—for with- 
out trade Japan cannot live. 

The Japanese people are stoutly anti-Com- 
munist. They are basically well disposed to- 
ward the U.S.—far more so than much of 
Asia and Europe. But they are suffering the 
delayed regrowing pains of a country sudden- 
ly released from occupation. The way to keep 
them as near pro-American as possible is by 
closeattention, carefully weighed support and 
a patient diplomacy that is as unobtrusive as 
it possibly can be.

The purposes of the Department of Labor, declared

Former High Commissioner explains part U.S. envoys must play in the cold war

tions together in community projects so that they will be in a 

position 1) to advance their own freedom and prosperity and 
2) to prevent the further divisive influence of Soviet Communism. 
Such a policy means that the American representative abroad has two 
major and inseparable tasks: he must interpret the U.S., its aims, its 
aspirations, its culture, to the country in which he is stationed; equal- 
important, he must help to identify the common interests and 
ideas that bind nations together, and to aid in overcoming old suspi- 
cions, jealousies and antagonistic tendencies. 

The role of mediator and helper is not an easy one among individ- 
uals; it is a more difficult one among nations. The difficulty is com- 
pounded by the anti-American feeling which is prevalent in Europe 
—perhaps elsewhere in the world also—and by the passionate efforts 
of the Communists to stir it up. 

Even were we not faced with this sentiment abroad, the point that 
our foreign representation requires new techniques would in my judg- 
ment be valid. If they are to be successful our representatives should 
be fully sensitive, though not oversensitive, to this atmosphere of 
irritation—if not of hostility—toward the U.S. 

Among the peoples of Europe and elsewhere there is, of course, a 
fundamental feeling of friendship for the U.S. There is substantial 
recognition of the role we have played in assuaging human misery, 
in reestablishing their economies, and of our attachment to the con- 
cepts of liberty and individual rights. 

Europeans do not fear territorial encroachments or exploitation by 
the U.S. They welcome the security our strength affords them though 
at the same time they fear our combativeness. Even among those who 
are fundamentally well disposed toward the American colossus there 
is an indisputable degree of jealousy and irritation toward us and our 
methods. Among the political leaders and the intellectuals there is a 


Ts major aim of American policy must be to bring the free na- 


4uLOY 


widespread disposition to question our ability to carry out a steady, 
balanced polic: 

Europeans look back to the days of their own power and inwardly 
resent its transfer to the U.S. They feel the need of compensation 
and they fill it to a large extent with criticism of our culture and our 
manners. ‘All aspects of modern civilization which the European intel- 
lectual decries are apt to be labeled “American.” By the use of some 
clever propaganda, Marx’s Das Kapital and the entire Marxian analy- 
sis, which were based on a study of conditions in England, France 
and Germany generations ago, are made to appear as if they had been 
inspired by American “exploitation and capitalism” today, 

This thinking has cut deep into areas where one would imagine that 
America would find widest understanding. I have in mind particular- 
ly the European Socialists, who have developed a certain coolness 
toward the U.S. This is disturbing because the Socialist movement is 
old and established in Europe and because large segments among the 
Socialists are liberal-minded individuals. 

The Socialists generally represent a democratic force. They are al- 
most uniformly bitterly opposed to Soviet Communism. This cannot 
be said of their extreme left-wingers but it can be of the general mass 
of these parties. Nevertheless, the Socialist attitude, though not vio- 
ently hostile, is one of skepticism bordering on ideological antago- 
nism to the U.S. It is accentuated in those countries where the Social- 
ists are in opposition to governments whose policies are generally 
favorable to the U.S. 

The advantages of the American system and its departures from 
the backward capitalism which has in the past characterized Euro- 
pean life are largely unknown among the rank and file of Socialists 

of Europe, Moreover, the very fact that the American economy has 
been successful in distributing its advantages in a classless manner 
stirs some of the doctrinaire Socialists into a sort of ideological 
excitement of antagonisms that cannot be ignored. This is one of 
the basic problems facing American representation abroad and it is 
one which must be dealt with.

The job of the American representative in Europe—and else- 
where in the world—is no longer that of the king's messenger, 
transmitting notes, cabling back replies and sending intermina- 
ble reports on the situation. His task is to participate and cooper- 
in the development of all policies that bring free peoples and 
nations together.

an representative abroad should not 
inst governments in power, he must 
not interfere with local interests and he cannot be in favor of or 
against parties or personalities. But there is a large area where there 
are legitimate interests in connection with building the community. 

In Germany it is the task of American representation to demon- 
strate the need for the European community, the opportunities in 
it, the danger if it is not realized, The American representative is 
in a position to demonstrate that we seek no material advantages 
from the Germans; that our presence guarantees that there will b 
no discrimination against Germany within the common allia 
above all, that we are prepared to support the new Germany in i 
efforts to strengthen its democratic regime and democratic institu- 
tions within the European community. 

In France there are different demands on our representation. 
The United States understands the fears which still persist in 
France of Germans in uniform. It is the job of our representation 
in France to convince the French that we will not permit the domi- 
nation of France by Germany. that the best way to avoid it is to 
blend Germany into the European community. 

Britain’s position presents difficulties, but her economy and her 
defense demand the closest association with those who share her 
interests. It is the job of our representation to help convince the 
British that they should support the European community and 
stand in el oitact with it. 

It is obvious that to meet these tasks American representation 
in the field must be vigorous, self-reliant, well informed, active. 
Above all, American representatives must have a large degree of 
independence. I do not mean that American ambassadors should 
be in a position to form their own independent foreign policies. 
I mean they must have freedom of action in implementing the 
over-all policy of unity. They must not be confined to reading 
stacks of cables all signed by the Secretary of State who could 
not possibly have written or seen one one-hundredth of them. 
They should not be tied down to either end of the teletype ma- 
chine or mailbox. The American representative must be free to 
get around and travel without reporting from every whistle stop 
to the home station.

as well as of independence. There should be no doubt in the minds 
of the foreign political leaders with whom he talks that, within 
the area staked out by the over-all policy of his government, he is 
in a position to exercise his own imagination and ideas and that 
his words and actions are fully supported at home. I would sug- 
gest also that the head of the L mission in each country 
should be the final authority to dispose of our economic and 
military aid programs subject to the over-all policy laid down by 
Washington. If someone else in his jurisdiction is to dispose of 


these funds it will not be long before the influence of the chief 
U.S. authority in the land is seriously diluted. 


THERE is another level, in addition to the political, at which the 
divisive tactics of the Communists require effective representation 
of the U.S. abroad. This is at the level of the people themselves. 
Tt was my experience that an evening of discussion with farmer or 
labor groups in Germany, with the editors and pub hers, with 
university men and women, with heads of women’s or youth or- 
ganizations, was far more useful and interesting than attendance 
at any diplomatic reception. 

A meeting which took place at my home in Berlin during the 
great Communist Youth Rally of August 1951 is a good illustra- 
tion of the usefulness of such meetings. For that giant propaganda 
effort hundreds of thousands, indeed, about a million, East Zone 
German youth had been marshaled into East Berlin to demon- 
strate against the West, particularly against the United States. 
These young people, representing the youth of East Germany, 
were gathered together by the Communists in an effort to achieve 
a great political advantage. 

‘We managed to pick up a score of these young people from the 
streets and have them in for lunch, They were badly dressed, 
sallow, hungry. Although it was obvious they had not been con- 
verted by the Communists, it was equally clear that Communist 
propaganda had made them suspicious of the U.S. Over a New 
England boiled luncheon these young people asked intelligent, in- 
cisive questions about the U.S., our aims, our economy, our plans 
for Germany. They came, as I have said, for lunch, but they re- 
mained until dinner. When they left they had some new perspec- 
tives and so did we. Later, after they had returned into the ano- 
nymity of the East Zone, we received evidence that the contact 
these youths had been able to make in West Berlin during the

All of this points to very heavy exactions upon our overseas

If men (and I have in mind the head of the mission as well as his 
staff) show they are failing in a mission, that they are not equipped 
to meet the situation, they should be removed.

thinking in political matters at the National War College admin- 
istered directly by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. It is interesting that 
there is no similar civilian or State Department school to which the 
future generals may repair to receive training in political and 
economic studies. The Foreign Service Institute as presently con- 
stituted does not remotely resemble what I have in mind, Such an 
institution, if it existed, might help the military become as aware 
of political interests as the ‘State Department officials are of mili- 
tary considerate, 

Although it has been suggested that the name of the War Col- 
lege be changed and that it be conducted as a full joint operation of 
the departments of State and Defense, I have some doubt whether 
this is the full solution. In my judgment the State Department 
people require a greater sophistication in political matters than the 
War College now gives. Although the future generals are rather 
well equipped politically by these courses for their military duties, 
I doubt that they go far enough for the future political leaders. 
Military officers should certainly not be excluded from this fuller 
political sophistication, nor should such a political college as | am 
suggesting fail to deal seriously with military matters. 

‘There are some who feel that such a course would be better con- 
ducted in our universities or in a number of institutions connected 
with universities throughout the country. I feel that the advantage 
which the government institution has is that it is closer to the 
center of responsibility and to the realities of policymakin, 


I BELIEVE that our intellectuals have not exerted the influence 
that they might have on the thinking abroad in regard to the sig- 
nificance of American political, economic and cultural develop- 
ments. It is my impression that while the hostile attitude toward 
the U.S. shown by many intellectuals abroad is in some cases 
merely a pose, in others it reflects the irritation over American 
influence. This would not be too disturbing if these European 
writers, thinkers and teachers did not preserve silence both about 
what is going on in the United States in respect of our tremendous 
efforts to preserve a free society throughout the world and what is 
going on in the Soviet Union and the satellite countries to suppr 
it. But here at home the product is no less undistinguished, Where 
are the answers, for example, to some of the nonsense that Sartre 
has been currently writing? The American intellectual, I repeat, 
is not having the impact on thinking in Europe and in the rest of 
the world that he should have. 

If the United States is to have effective representation abroad, 
all strata of our society must contribute to it. The universi 
carry a large share of this burden. Other institutions and o 
zations have large tasks to bear in these matters. Our private foun- 
dations have the responsibility of supporting research, ideas and 
men, or providing means here and abroad to advance community 
projects which in turn, I believe, would be advancing the cause of 
P And the press and other information media, carrying the 
obligation of public enlightenment, should assume their share of 
the responsibility, which in general they have quite failed to do. 

Responsibility is the key. I believe it is a lesson of American 
history that when we meet our responsibilities with minds open to 
new ideas and concepts, with determination and with firm adher- 
ence to our tradition of tolerance and freedom, no challenge is too 
great for us. That is true, I believe, today when we face the great 
challenges to our foreign policy, which are, in reality, challenges 
to peace and freedom in the world.

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THE BATTLE 
OF THE CITY STREETS 


Traffic engineers relentlessly apply a new science taught with toy cars 
to ease vehicular strangulation. Sometimes they even succeed—a little 


by JOHN STANTON 


NEW breed of civic scientist is now crowding 

the weatherman as the most likely to be ma- 

ligned in the pursuit of his profession. He is 
the city traffic engineer. The flow chart is his ba- 
rometer and traffic jams are his storms, The weath- 
erman, in all probability, has it better than the 
traffic man: no citizen calls on the forecaster to 
do anything about the weather, whose change- 
ability guarantees him his job. But everybody 
looks to the engineer to eliminate the unpleasant- 
ness that created the need for his employment in 
the first place. 

‘The average traffic engincer is at least outwardly 
brimful of faith in his good works—no left turns, 
one-way streets, lane divisions and the rest—and 
now and then he manages to alleviate the symp- 
toms of persistent strangulation most American 
cities complain of. Take the case of Dwight T. 
Myers as an example. This tall, easy-going product 
of Yale’s graduate school of traffic study was hired 
by the city of Providence, R.I. in 1949 to wrestle 
with the city’s nightmarish traffic tangles. 

For months afterward townsfolk encountered 
Myers ambling around Memorial and Market 
Squares. These two squares actually come togeth- 
er to form one large square, through which run 
the main routes from downtown Providence to the 
bedroom suburbs north and east of the city and on 
to Boston and Cape Cod. As Myers looked, he saw 
the worst bottleneck and foul-up in the city. 

He stared at the curbstones, got up early on 
snowy mornings to brood over the tracks left by 
cars whose drivers habitually wore aggrieved or 
snarling expressions, even got himself taken up 
in aliilitiee so he could peer down at the mess 
below. He had city employes spend their days on 
street corners counting the creeping cars, their 
evenings tramping from house to house asking 
people where they had driven their cars that day 
and why. Then he acted. 


Tasteful little islands 


RDERING a number of iron posts set in pails 

of concrete, Myers tastefully arranged them 
bere and there about the squares to create more 
than 30 little islands around which, he hoped, the 
traffic would flow smoothly. To see the birth of his 
project he stationed himself at an observation 
post on the roof of a building on the square. He

Myers examined 
the situation, said no, and even today, months and 
months later, he is a little confused about why he 
eventually said yes. “I was made the target of a 
terrible campaign,” he mutters. ‘Every time I 
picked up a newspaper there would be a letter to 
the editor saying I was ‘a tool of the interests.” A

why I had refused the reasonable request of this little woman.” 
there was a little man who complained that he could not get his 
car into his own garage because parked cars blocked the way. Myers 
went out to see, drove the little man’s car in and out of his garage 
several times to show how easily it could be done. The little man 
went silently back into his house. Some time later he was taken 
into custody and charged with the murder of his mother and 
grandmother by strangulation. 

Shaken but undeterred, Dwight Myers got on with his work, He 
set up unending surveys into Providence’s parking, jaywalking, 
turning and speeding habits, began painting lane-division lines on 
the streets, investigated accidents, built more channeling islands, 
started developing a one-way street pattern. 

He nagged at the Army, finally got an order restricting the 
movement of shipping on the Seekonk and Providence Rivers 
when the traffic was heaviest on the drawbridges above them. He 
nagged at the Brown & Sharpe Manufacturing Company, one of 
the biggest traffic “generators” in town, got some of the em- 
ployes released from work at 4:30 instead of 5 o'clock to spread 
the load in the streets. Soon Providence, once one of the hardest 
towns on the Atlantic Seaboard to find a way through, lost its 
reputation as a roadblock. 


The statistics are gloomy 
VERYWHERE in the U.S., cities afflicted with hardening of 


traffic arteries have been turning to men like Dwight Myers, 
with the result that traffic engineering now appears firmly estab- 
lished as a respectable profession, The literature of this profession 
is full of gloomy and shocking statistics. Some examples: since the 
end of World War II motor-vehicle traffic in cities across the na- 
tion has been increasing at the rate of 4% per year compounded. 
This means that no matter how steadily a cat goes around the 
hi block, the car just behind always gains on it hecause every section 
of street that held 500 cars two years ago held 520 last year, 541 
this year, and will hold 563 cars next year. 
he cities of Southern California, far-flung and especially de- 
signed for the automobile age, are all gummed up. Salt Lake City 
has traffic problems although flat space extends outward all around. 
In Spokane, St. Paul, Wisconsin Rapids, the Bristol which 
straddles the Virginia-Tennessee border, Norfolk, Va. and dozens 
of other places, city officials study maps which confirm a popular 
impression: as many as 50,000 cars a day are trying to use the 
same streets that were overloaded in 1939 when only 30,000 cars 
used them each day. 

In the East there are fewer automobiles per head of population 
than in the West, but narrow, crooked streets take up the slack. 
Pittsburgh's Golden Triangle is bad, Trenton is dreadful and Bos- 
ton hideous. One expert picks downtown Baltimore as the nation’s 
worst traffic jam, but that is only one opinion. Another expert, 
H. E. Hilts, a deputy commissioner of the Bureau of Public Roads, 
says it is Manhattan. 

In recent years a lot has been learned about the behavior habits 
of all these automobiles and their drivers. They are stubborn: the

them. It is a rule of modern engineering that a driver will obey a 
no-parking sign provided he doesn’t have to walk more than 700 
feet from his car to his destination; if he has to walk farther, he 
will ignore the sign or double park. 

Inhabitants of large cities earning no more than $4,000 a year 
will spend $2,000 or $3,000 for an automobile which they will 
park in the streets, emerging from their houses every now and 
then to polish it or see if the radio still works. Once in every two 
or three weeks they risk the loss of their place at the curb and go 
for a spin through the near suburbs. 

The books—there are more than 11,000 of them in the special 
traffic library for graduate engineers at Yale University’s Strath- 
cona Hall—offer suggestions for improvements. They point out 
that the volume of traffic any street will hold can be almost dou- 
bled by making it one way and forbidding all parking and that 
therefore a pattern of one-way no-parking streets will permit more 
cars to move faster. They submit that big trucks can get around 
curved corners easier than around squared corners and that buses 
must be given enough room to come flat to the curb when picking 
up passengers or they will leave their rear ends sticking out into 
the street, fouling up the traffic for blocks behind them. They hold 
that traffic moves in a more orderly fashion through streets that 
have been painted off into lanes. The books soar on into such 
esoteric matters as the use of the gyro compass for determinin; 
the side friction and path of vehicles, the principles of aiBelancal 
flow as applied to three- and four-lane streets and volume war- 
rants for pedestrian intervals signals. 

‘The traffic engineers study the existing books and gather up 
more and more facts about traffic to fill more and more books. 
Their basic job is to keep a continuous study going on the flow of 
traffic in their territories and to use the results of this study, plus 
their engineering skills, to get a more efficient use from the streets 
already in existence and to advise the city planners and engineers 
on the design of new streets.

TRAFFIC engineers date their beginnings from 1921, when the 
state of Ohio decided that its highways should not only be built 
by qualified engineers but should also be operated or supervised b 
them, just like the railroads. The job was assigned to Harry Neal, 
preciracs of all traffic engineers, who still-holds it. Two years later 

‘ittsburgh and Seattle put engineers in charge of their streets. In 
1926 Harvard set up a school for postgraduate training of engi- 
neers in traffic problems. Later this shifted to Yale where, as the 
Bureau of Highway Traffic, it is now the country’s leading study 
center in the field. 

Each fall 20 to 35 engineers come to Yale for hours of playing 
with toy automobiles and traffic signals at miniature intersections 
(as well as, of course, lectures, reading and seminars). They are 
sent out into the streets armed with stop watches and movie cam- 
eras to observe their quarry in the live state and produce statistics. 
They study such topics as origin-and-destination, stream flow, 
parking, speed, volume and accidents, and write up their research 
into a thesis before emerging to hunt for jobs. The hunting is 
po nowadays 32% of all cities of from 50,000 to 100,000 popu- 
fation have traffic experts on their payrolls; 100% of all cities of 
tore than 500,000 do.

For 
the few who leave theirs home, Faustman has introduced a dead 
“seurry-and-scramble” period in the traffic lights when pedestrians 
can run in all directions just so they are back on the sidewalks 
when the lights flash on again and the cars roll.

Howie's Hurdles 


NE of the best of the country’s traffic engineers is George 
Howie, a serious-minded redhead who graduated from Oregon 
State as an electrical engineer and edited such trade magazines as 
The Marine Guide and Trade Lanes before taking a traffic job with 
the city of Portland. He stayed there for nine years, then came out 
top man in a nationwide civil service examination and was made 
traffic engineer for Cincinnati. Howie's innovations, including a 
rush-hour one-way program for the L. & N. bridge across the Ohio 
River between Cincinnati and Newport, have increased the traffic 
flow 25% without adding to the street space. A few policemen, 
remembering the days when they controlled the streets, take a dim 
view of all this, call the cement islands “Howie's Hurdles” and are 
suspected of spending their time looking for his car whenever a 
drive against illegal parking is on.

It must have either one thin, 
that attracts the interest of a great many people, or 
many things that attract the interest of a great many 
different kinds of people, This last kind of popu- 
larity carries a penalty with it. If you seek to offer 
items that interest many different kinds of people, 
you must have also items of which many will dis- 
approve. In many issues I find editorial comment 
with which I disagree, and pictorial material which 
I skip over quickly, but in every issue I find some- 
thing that attracts my interest. 

Ihave a feeling that this is true with most of your 
readers, and it is a tribute to your editorial skill. In 
aiming to please a mass audience you have not 
made the mistake common to many editors and 
producers of theatrical entertainment—you have 
not aimed too low. You have dared to experiment 
with subject matter that was not obviously popular. 
You have tested public intelligence and found as 
others have that there are not nearly so many things 
over the public’s head as people imagine. The public 
is taller than we think.

in the nation. Malo has the advantage of wide 
streets. He has increased their capacity by ban- 
ning left turns for stretches of as long as 14 miles 
and by instituting reversible one-way lanes which 
widen the street on the side of the heaviest traffic. 

Detroit keeps a pretty critical eye on Malo’s 
doings. Chairmen of luncheon and civic clubs 
chortle malevolently and toss him to their mem- 
bers (“Now here’s the fellow who put up all those 
no-left-turn signs”) as the main course for the 
day. He is president of the fathers’ club at his 
daughter's school and reports that his fellow fa- 
thers have a regrettable tendency to rush through 
business at meetings in order to spend the rest of 
the time telling him just what it was he did wrong 
last week.

Twelve of New York’s largest department stores 
have popped almost 40 branches into the suburbs, 
some of them large enough to rival the parent 
store.

Start- 
ing with Northgate, near Seattle, and the Shop- 
per’s World, at Framingham near Boston, big shop- 
ping centers which are city “downtowns” in them- 
selves, are blossoming right out of the potato and 
corn fields all over the country, grouping theaters, 
specialty and service shops, doctors’, dentists’ and 
lawyers’ offices around large department stores. 
Some, like Lincoln Village in Chicago, are inside 
the city limits and pay their share of the city taxes. 
Most not only compete with the parent city but 
are beyond the city tax collector's reach. 


Traffic up, valuations down 


HE cities suffer financially in other ways too. 

‘As traffic jams up and it becomes difficult to 
reach the stores, tax valuations in the centers of 
the towns fall; in some cases they hav: 
as much as a third over a 15-y y 
day losses caused by traffic delays and lack of park- 
ing space are being computed in millions of dol- 
lars. In Los Angeles less than 35% of the retail 
trade is now carried on in downtown stores while 
more than 50% of it takes place in such outlying 
areas as Crenslaw and Wiltshire. Salinas, Calif. 
lost half of its business when the new Valley Cen- 
ter shopping area was built on nearby farmland. 
In New York last year the merchants pointed 
to suburban competition as the reason why they 
failed to keep up with the national surge forward 
at Christmastime.

Experts for the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, the Urban Land 
Institute and the American Planning and Civie Association argue 
that the new shopping centers are not so much the result of con- 
gestion in the cities as of growth by the cities, the natural result 
of an increased standard of living. The fact remains that cheap 
and easy parking is the great advantage of all the new shopping 
centers. For example, it would have cost Northgate $50 million or 
more to secure in downtown Seattle the same amount of parking 
space it got in the country outside of Seattle for $65,000. 

Colonel Sidney Bingham, chairman of New York’s Board of 
Transportation, thinks that the cities can meet this challenge. 

” Several years ago he proposed building a ring of huge parking lots 
outside the city, banning all private automobiles from the interior 
streets and providing a superduper bus service. Except that the 
buses are boats, this works very well in Venice. Cleveland has tried 
a modified version of such a plan, providing peripheral parking 
space and bus service but allowing private cars to take their chances 
on finding space inside the city. 

Most cities dash off in other directions. At fabulous cost Los 
Angeles and San Francisco have dug underground for more park- 
ing space. Nashville, Tenn. has produced a complicated “over the 
will” parking plan: a prospective customer at any one of 19 partici- 
pating stores can stop at the War Memorial where a uniformed 
chauffeur will step into her car, drive her to the store of her 
choice, then stack the car in an old baseball stadium until the 
owner phones that she has finished shopping and wants it back. 

Washington, D.C. has set up a motor vehicle parking agency 
supported by public funds but run by businessmen, which helps 
private parking lot operators to expand their facilities. In Allen- 
town, Pa. the merchants have invested more than a million dollars 
in a “Park & Shop” program that includes two ramp garages and 
13 parking fields, In addition they have persuaded the city govern- 
ment to establish a series of perimeter “park and work” lots, just 
outside the business district, for the store owners, their employes 
and others who stay downtown all day long, thus clearing the cen- 
tral “Park & Shop” lots for the store customers,
